Probably few people know th a t the 
original nam e of the state of T ennes­ 
see w as F ranklin or that in 1788 the I 
salaries of tile officers of this comm on­ 
wealth were paid in pelts, hut the fol­ 
lowing is a correct copy of the taw: 
“Be it enacted by the general assem ­ 
bly of the state of Franklin, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, th at from and after the 1st day 
of January, 1788, the salaries of this 
com m onwealth he aa follows—to wit: 
“ His excellency the governor, per an-, 
num. IOO deerskins. 
“H is honor the chief Justice, 500 
deerskins. 
“The secretary to his excellency the 
governor, 500 raccoon skins. 
“C ounty clerk, 300 beaver skins. 
“Clerk of the house of commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 
“Justice's fee for serving a w arrant, 
one minkskln.” 
At th a t tim e the state of Franklin 
extended to the cast bank of the Mis­ 
sissippi river, and on the west hank 
w as th at great unknow n forest region 
of Louisiana. 
It was then a “terra in­ 
cognita,” save a few canoe landings j 
and Indian trading posts on the river 
hanks. 
It was known as the district 
of Louisiana and in 1805 w as made 
the territory of Louisiana. 
The state of 
Franklin, which 
be­ 
came Tennessee in 1790, was alm ost 
as little known. 
The now great city 
of Memphis w as a mere trading post 
and w as not laid out as a village until 
1820, 
Pelts were as plentiful in those days 
as pennies and much better distributed 
for purposes of currency and hurter. 
T he pioneers were perhaps as happy 
an d as well contented as Is the average 
citizeu now.—A rkansas Gazette.
